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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE. SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


The Wentworth School Board: 


My ninth annual report as your superintendent of 
schools is now submitted for your information and that 
of citizens of Wentworth. The report presents a discus- 
sion of the major problems before the school district, 
and such statistical data as may be useful to the people 
of this town. 


As time passes and other school districts are plagued 
by rising costs for new school construction, Wentworth 
may well take pride in the addition to our building 
which will meet our forseeable needs for some time to 
come. Those who know construction costs are amazed 
that Wentworth got so much for the money expended. 
Our satisfaction should increase as annual payments re- 
duce indebtedness assumed by the school district, and we 
see our children comfortably housed in an environment 
that promotes good education. There are values of great 
significance in the cooperative spirit that prompted so 
many people to work harmoniously for the welfare of the 
children. 


The desire of school board members to have education- 
al needs and policies understood by all the people has 
created confidence in official recommendations. There 
are many decisions that belong to the school board alone, 
but that fact has produced decisions that belong to the 
school board alone, but that fact has produced no desire 
or intention to clothe any official act in secrecy. On the 
contrary, two years ago, a public discussion of proposed 
action by the school board gave every person an oppor- 
tunity to become informed and to express his opinion. 
That is a commendable policy which should be followed 
in more places throughout the state. Harmony and con- 
fidence do not happen by accident. They do come as a 
result of sound judgment and an honest purpose in ad- 
ministering the most effective public enterprise for 
moulding the character of our children. 
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Salaries throughout the state, as well as the entire 
country, show an upward trend. Teachers graduating 
from teacher training institutions are expecting higher 
initial salaries each year. This in turn has an effect on 
the salaries of experienced teachers now in service. Con- 
stantly increasing living costs and tax deductions put 
those who are on fixed incomes at a disadvantage. While 
the results of the latest salary survey in New Hampshire 
are not available, it is my belief that salaries throughout 
Supervisory Union No. 48 are not equal to the state av- 
erage. We must all be aware of what this situation 
would mean if replacements became necessary. 


A committee of teachers, consisting of one representative 
from each school district outside of Plymouth, made a study 
of report cards, and recommended a revised reporting sys- 
tem for our elementary schools. The new report cards were 
issued in December, covering the first 12 weeks of school. 
The marking system and the information given about pupils 
represent a cross section of desires expressed by teachers 
and parents whom they interviewed. We have tried to make 
the reports as comprehensive and informative as_ possible 
without making them too complicated. The wishes and 
suggestions of parents are always welcomed to help us in 
later changes, should they seem necessary. 


The school calendar for 1952-53 is presented in a little 
more detail than usual. The days of the week when certain 
holidays occur and the requirement of the State Board of 
Education that schools must be in session 180 days during a 
school year, have to be considered in making up a calendar. 
It is never wise to establish a calendar that does not provide 
for slightly more than the minimum of 180 school days. If 
schools have to be closed because of bad weather or any 
other emergency, the time lost must be made up either by 
Saturday sessions or by an extension of the school year be- 
yond the planned date of closing. Such school sessions are 
never satisfactory and are always of doubtful value. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the 
fine cooperation given at all times by the Wentworth 
School Board, the loyal and efficient work of the teachers, 
and the friendliness of pupils in the schools.
